- .WASHINGTON,, Oct.' 25.—If ancient 
records in the possession of the .navy 
department are to he taken as ;authen- 
tlc. Captain Robert Jfi. Peary, tempor- 
arily under a cloud for not reporting to 
duty, was.not the .first .to '.visit the 
north pole, but was anticipated several 
centuries ago by an old English friar 
skilful In astronomy and navigation.

cred-ln .1360 by a friar of Oxford. It! 
is caller^ "A Naval History or Complete 
View of the British "Marine," and was 
published by John Entlck in London,

a friar of Oxford, called Nicholas de 
L'inna (or Lynn), being a good astron-

The officer said he could

After the conviction -of Shrank Judge 


Stevens wanted to dispel any ppssible 
doubt as to the authenticity 
of the 


page in the August number and sent 
Asst. D;ist. Atty. Lavelle to New York 
Friday night to find out if there had 
been a second edition of the August 
number. 
Mr. LaVelle ascertained that 


only one edition was published and 
satisfied himself and the judge that 
the page "was a fake. 


Counsel for the defence felt that on 


the evidence in the case, independently 
of the publication and the matter of 
the identity of the defendant and the 
New York convict, did not warrant a 
conviction. He so argued on the ques- 
tion of sentence. 


Judge Stevens said the defence was 


remarkable. 
He absolved counsel of 


any blame in connection with the de- 
fence and said he-felt they 
had no. 


knowledge of it. 


When 
his 
honor imposed the sen- 


tence the wife of the defendant, who 
was with an infant on a settee behind 
the prisoner's cage in which her hus- 
band was standing, fell to the floor in 
a faint.

New Football Rules Give Small- 


^ ^ :J erColleges a Chance io Win 


-....'.For many years It.has been contend- 
ed that a small college had no chance 
against a large university on the foot- 
ball field so long as the game was 
played under the old rules. The num- 
ber of men that reported for one of 
the larger teams In a good many cases 
were even more than the entire stu- 
dent body at a small school. 
Then 


there was the high grade coaching sys- 
tem, as well as a method of play pecul- 
iar, to each of the larger institutions 
that'meant annihilation of the smaller 
teams. 


It had often been said that the larger 


colleges refused.to change tho playing 
code because they saw their prestige 
would' be affected under other rules. 
In other games, such as basketball, 
hockey, lacrosse and even baseball, the 
championship each year does not -al- 
ways go to one of the big universities, 
and it was argued that under the rules 
that would give the little fellows a. fair 
chance .with the big boys and there 
would be many upsets on the gridiron 
each year. 


Such was. the result of the opening 


of the football season at Pennsylvania. 
Drsinus, a college that heretofore has 
not even been ranked among the sec- 
ond or even the third niters, journey- 
ed to Franklin field and defeated the- 
University of Pennsylvania in a hard 
fought game. It was the new rules 
that did the trick, and it is the new 
rules that are going to work havoc 
among the larger colleges this year. 


:In the days of mass plays and heavy 


Interference it was impossible for

system of coaching at the larger col 
leges developed a team each year tlia 
was more than a master for the small 
er . institutions.

to visit 
the 


north pole, hut was anticipated several 
centuries ago by an old English'friar 
skilful in astronomy and navigation. 


Department officials 'have -unearthed 


an. old history in. which" the claim is 
made that the north pole, was discov- 
ered, in 13CO by a friar of Oxford.. It 
is called :"A Naval History or Complete 
View of the British Marine," and was 
published by John Entick in London,. 
1757. 
On one of its musty pages the 


following paragraph appears: 


"In the year 13GO it is recorded that 


a .friar of Oxford, called Nicholas de 
Lirina (or Lynn), being a good astron- 
omer, went. In company with others to 
the most northern island of the world, 
and there leaving his company 
to- 


gether, he traveled 
alone, and made 


draughts of all those northern • parts 
with the.indrawing seas; which at his 
return 
he presented 
to the king of 


England. It is added that he went to 
the North pole by means of his skill in 
magic, or by the black n.rt; but this 
magic, or black art, may probably have 
been nothing more than a knowledge 
of the magiictlca! needle or compass, 
found 
out 
about 
'60 
years before, 


though not In common use, till 
many 
years after."

]t serves the s'ame purpose as ballast in a ship, but unfortunately ns con- 
structed by Wellman, it proved inconvenient. 
That is no reason why the 


idea should he abandoned. 
There is no airship, no steamship,—wo might 


say nothing that moves,—that does not require an equilibrntor, or some- 
tiling lo preserve iis balance. Stability is an essential quality in all moving 
lodics, and that is what the equilibrator wns intended to give; 


Those who lire disposed to reflect on Wellman's judgment on account 


of his equilibrator might do well to look to their own case and ascertain 
whether they quite as much as Wellman's balloon require some kind of 
"equilibrator" to impart stability of movement and character.

This same firm bus built nil the White Star liners 
since the Oceanic in 1871 and has therefore many famous vessels to its 
credit such as the Brittanic and Germanic with the new Oceanic. 


The Olympic and her sisler ship, the Teutonic, are among the most 


luxuriously equipped vessels afloat. They nre larger than the Mauretania 
and the Lusitania of the Cunard line. They are intended for comfort and 
.security rather (ban record breaking speed. There are a great many people 
out for pleasure who do not Jike the very short voyage of four days and 
ri fraction. 


These mammoth vessels have vast capacity, and with tho Olympic 


45,000 tons it will require to do more work in order to pay dividends upon 
the investment even if its speed is not so great as that of smaller vessels. 
This is a floating castle and its cabins are equal to the finest hotels, but 
there nre people who would enjoy the plainer and more s/cn-liko cnbins of 
come of the less pretentious steamers. Such a steamer as the Olj-mpic must 
curry a vast number of passengers and a lot of freight in order to make 
reasonable profits.

Dr. Emerson presided at MIG hearing 
and the first witness called was

spector Arthur F. Ttoche v.-ho was fol- 
lowed by his .assistant, Edward Moran. 
?Ir.. Golden asked several questions 
and the hearing as a whole was Quito 
interesting. 


.Inspector Roche, who 'n a member of 


-.the district police, wag asked to toll, in 


Ills', .py.'n ..way, his method of. examin- 
ing mills, and he replied, In substance, 
as follows: 


"We liave about 600 manufacturing 
establishments that, come under my 
jurisdiction, but I have not had time to 
visit them all. 
Several of the mills I 


have not visited, because they did not 
have their full complement of help in 
the summer, and the same is true In 


the case of a 
number of millinery 


shops. 


"I have not found any case where 


overtime was In force in textile mills 
T have not brought any manufacturers 
Into court. 
I have had theatrical peo- 


ple In court for working minors, ant 
I have received the best 
treatmeni 
from the court. 


"In my district I have 
33 picture 


machines to 
Inspect. . These are 
In 


Lowell and Lawrence and 
17 towns 
I think this territory is too much, if a 
man is to cover everything once a year. 


Questions were asked as to child la- 


bor, overtime work and the sanitary 
condition of the mills, and a number 
of suggestions were noted. 


Mr. Golden agreed 
with Inspector 


Roche that more assistance, was need- 
ed in order to properly cover the ter- 
ritory. 
Tho inspector said that the 


inspection of moving picture machines 
takes up too much time.

"Word that the steamer was helpless 


in a heavy storm with her tall shaft 
broken was received here late Sunday 
night, and the tug Ingraham put out to 
her assistance. 


After an all-night search the Resru- 


lus was sighted at daybreak. 


The storm had. however, increased 


in fury and four of the tug's hawsers, 
which were got aboard tho 
steamor, 


were parted. 


The tug then took off the survivors 


of the crew and landed them here yes- 
terday afternoon. 


The list of victims includes Captain 


Taylor, Malcolm McNeil, Chief OrtU-or 
John Kent, Second Officer J. Penstone, 
Chief Engineer McKnight, Second En- 
gineer H. Goudie, Third 
Engineer J. 


Osborne, Steward M. L. Orbein, Fire- 
men Forbes, Jlurphy and Rogers and 
Sailors Dnlton, Manning and Fitzger- 
ild. all of Newfoundland. 


The names of tho 
others, three of 


whom were Americans, are unknown. 
Tho Americans shipped at New York. 


After landing the survivors the In- 


graham returned to the scene of the 
wreck to seek bodies of the victims, 
but could find none.

SHRANK IS SENTENCED

Man Accused of Forgery Put Up 


a Bold Defence 


. BOSTON, Oct. 25.—Edwin Shrank ot 
Everett, convicted of for&ary and 
ut- 


tering of two checks, was sentenced to 
state prison for six to nine years by 
Judge Stevens in the superior criminal 
court yesterday. 


HlB remarkable defence of mistaken 


identity enlivened the trial last week 
The government asserted that the de- 
fendant had served time in Sing Sing, 
Elmira and.Dannemora prisons in New 
York. .The defence admitted a man 
bearing the same name as the defend- 
ant: had served such sentences, but the 
latter claimed .that the convict was his 
cousin. He further contended that it 
was .the cousin who had committed the 
offences. 


The New York man had a scar on 


the base of his thumb and over his eye. 
The - defendant • had 
similar scars. 


Prison officials anil New York detec- 
tives, testified. 
They 
examined 
the 


marks of identification on the defend- 
ant with a microscope and took the 


. bertillon measurements. All testified 


that the convict and the defendant 
were one and the same. In other words 
the cousin was a myth. 


Still bolder was the defence in an- 


other aspect, of the case. 


To'meet the government's contention 


that the defendant was serving a sen- 
tence in Sine Sing In 1SD7, having been 
sentenced in 1896 for live years, the 


' defence offered a copy of the August. 


1S97, 
number of a tailors' trade paper 


published in New York. 
On page 30 


of that Journal appeared a "list of vis- 
itor's," including the name of Edwin 
Shrank of Boston. 


AKsi. DlEt. Atty. Lavelle's quick wit 


destroyed that defence. While Shrank 
was on 'the stand Mr. Lavelle walked 
up to the stand and looked at the copy 
of the publication. He saw the name of 
Shrank in the "list of visitors" and 
was .surprised. 


He noticed that the type on the top 


of the page was slightly different from 
the type on the other pages; it was a 
trifle smaller. Walking hack, to his desk 
he asked a police inspector If the lat- 
ter could catch the 1 o'clock train for 
New York. 
The officer said he could 


8nd was sent immediately to get it. 
Meanwhile the New York police force 
was wired lo get a copy of the publica- 
tion. 


Returning homo on the midnight 


train from New York the inspector 
was in court the1 next morning with the 
August 
number. 
Then 
it 
appeared 


what had been done. Pages 29 and 30 
had been removed from (he copy of- 
fered by the defence and.another page 
printed and sewed into the publication; 
Page 29 of the copy of 
the defence 


ended differently at each column from 
the copy produced by the government. 
The same matter was reprinted. ' 


On page 30 everything was reprinted 


except that appearing in one space of 
three or four Inches in the first col- 
umn. In the space in the copy of the 
government appeared a list of patterns 
and in the similar space In the copy 
offered 'by the defence was this "list of 
visitors" visiting New York from dif- 
ferent cities. 
Shrank's name was in 


the list. 


When the prosecuting attorney pro- 


duced a genuine copy of the August, 
1897,' number the 
defence 
was- sur- 


prised. Then the defence claimed that 
another edition hafl been printed-of the 
August number. 
"After the conviction of> Shrank Judge 
Stevens wanted to dispel any possible 
doubt as to the authenticity of tile 
page in the August number and sent 
Asst. Dist Atty. Lavelle to New York 
Friday night to find out if there had 
been a second edition of the August 
number. 
Mr. Lavelle ascertained that 


only one edition 
was published and 


satisfied himself and the judge that 
the page was a fake. 


Counsel for the defence felt that on 


the evidence in the case, independently 
of the publication and the matter of 
the- identity of the defendant and the 
New York convict, did not warrant a 
conviction. He so argued on tho ques- 
tion of sentence. 


Judge Stevens said the defence was 


remarkable. 
He absolved counsel of 


any blarne in connection with the de- 
fence and said he felt they had 
no 


knowledge of it. 


When 
his honor imposed the sen- 


tence the wife of. the defendant, who 
was with an infant on a settee behind 
the prisoner's cage In which her hus- 
band was standing' fell to the floor In 
a faint. 


He has,been here since 1900, having 


a tailoring establishment In Hamilton 
place and also at the corner of Trem- 
ont and West streets. He made a suit 
for Chief Justice Aiken of the superior 
court.

Bullet From Rifle Passes Through

Sad Result of Allowing Boys to 


Handle Dangerous Firearms—

Upon reaching the play- 
ground they found half a dozen boys 
assembled, one of whom was Shea. 
Shea had with him a new 22-culibrc 
rifle, a Klft from his mother. 


Naturally all of the boys wanted to 


take a turn at using the rifle. Shea 
consented to give each a trinl nml a 
target was made on a tree. Four or 
five shots had been fired at the mark 
on the tree when the sun, loaded, 
missed fire. 


What happened after the 
weapon

the 
same 
story. 
It 
ap- 


pears, however, that Shea started to 
find out what was the matter with the 
weapon. He knelt down on his knees 
and began to examine the magazine, 


while his companions gathered about 
him and looked on. 


Suddenly, 
without 
warning, 
the 


choree in the rifle exploded, the bullet 
entering the body of young 
Curtin, 


who foil to tho ground with a groan, 
shocked almost Into insensibility by 
the blow of the bullet.

top of their voices for help, somo run- 
ning into the street, tho latter attract- 
ing the attention of Fred

- .Things, however, are different this 
'year. What' can and what cannot be

working under a bigger disadvantage 
•than are the minor institutions. Their 
players have flrst to forget what they 
knew about the old game before tiiey 
can learn the new sport.

The routine of a football team's worl 


varies according to the preferences o 
the coach In charge. In many univer- 
sities the general routine Is as fol 
lows: One morning It consists of going 
through tho sitting up exercises- of the 
army, a splendid movement for every 
part of the human system. Tho ncx 
morning it Is calisthenics, perhaps, or 
the medicine ball or a walk of two or 
three miles, finishing with a sprint of 
a hundred yards. Frequently there arc 
punting and drop kicking by the kick- 
ers excused from the other exercise. 


In 
the 
afternoon 
practice begins 


about 3 o'clock. Tho diet of the mem- 
bers of a football team Is. carefully 
looked after, though the bill of fare of 
a training table is far more liberal to- 
day than it was n few years ago. 


After tho signal practjce the men go 


on tho flcld and practice at t^ttlne the 
machinery of their formations to work- 
Ing smoothly. Signals must bo follow- 
ed with clockllke precision In the exe- 
cution of the plays, each ;nun going to 
his place as true as though a part of a 
machine and controlled by a steel rod.

One of the conditions of the 
truce was that no party to it should 
ever -reveal the salary part pf tha deal, 
whether raised or continued the same. 
But with his dividends on his one-tenth 
interest Chance earns' between $20,000 
and 530,000 a. .year, probably 525,000 a 
year on .an average.

Anti-betting Laws Driving American 


Horses Away. 


The handicaps placed on racing in 


this country through the anti-betting 
laws are driving many horses to Eng- 
land and Franco. Harry Payne Whit- 
ney was one of tho first to desert tha 
American turf, and for two years he 
has devoted all of his time to racing 
In England. 


August Belmont, chairman of tha 


Jockey club, is one of the sportsmen 
who have remained loyal, to the Ameri- 
can -turf. True, he sent a number of 
horses abroad at the close of the sea- 
son of 190S, but he has always raced 
abroad, but without crippling to any 
great extent his American string. Her- 
man B. Duryea, for years a power In 
turt matters on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, has transferred . all his Interests, 
with the exception of two horses, to 
France, and Joseph E. Widener is an- 
other man who races his best horses 
over the French courses. James Rowe, 
trainer for James R. Keene, is con- 
templating a visit of a month abroad, 
and, though he has not made a con- 
tract to handle the horses of Herman

WASHINGTON,, 'pet. 25.—If ancient 
records in the possession of the navy' 
department are to be ftaken as authen- 
tic. Captain Robert E. Peary, tempor-

centuries ago by an old English friar 
skilful in astronomy and navigation.

E called "A Naval History or Complete 
View of the British .Marine," and was 
published by John Entick in London, 
175T. 
On one of its musty pages the 


following paragraph appears: 


"In the year l.lfiO it is recorded that 


a friar of Oxford, culled Nicholas de 
Lirina (or Lynn), being a good astron- 
omer, went in company with -others to 
tho most northern, island of the world, 
and there leaving his company 
to- 


gether, he traveled 
alone, and 
made- 


draughts of all those northern parts 
with the indrawing seas; which at his 
retufn 
he 
presented 
to the king, of 


England. It is added that he went to 
the North pole by means of his skill in 
magic, or by the black art; but this 
magic-, or black art, may probably have 
been nothing more than a knowledge 
of the magnetical needle or compass, 
found 
out 
about 
60 years before, 


though not in common^ use till 
many 


years after."
